Proclamation iſſued out for a Parliament to be 
held in Dublin, May 7. no Popiſh Biſhops ſum- 
moned, 

May 7. Parliament met in the Inns : Some Lords intro- 
duced ; Biſhop of Meath and Cort among the reſt; the 
King enters with Robes and Crown ; makes a Speech : 
Chancellor bids the Commons chuſe a Speaker ; x pay 
to their Houſe, and having choſen Sir Richard Nagle, pre- 
ſent him within half an hour ; he is —_— Houſe ad- 
journs till Ten in the Morning : two Lords called by Writ 
Chancellor, Lord Nugent, Lord Riverſtown. 

May 8. Biſhop of Story introduced. Addreſs of Thanks 
to the King, and Abhorrence voted. A Committee appoint- 
ed to draw it up. A Meſſage to the Commons for their 
CONCUrrence. 

The King comes into the Houſe, appoints Four in the 
Afternoon tor both Houſes to attend him with it : 'A Bill 
brought into the Houſe by C. J. Nugent, and read twice, 
Rege preſent. Containing a Recognition of the King's Ti- 
tle, and\an Abhorrence of the P. of O's Uſurpation, and of 
Az the 
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the defetion of the Eng/ifb ; ordered after to be ingrol- 
ſed : Committees of Grievances and Petitions appointed : 
Houſe ———_—_ Wl Friday morning, 

May 10. King”comes into the Houſe, and ſtays there 
all the Seſſion : Bill of Reeognition, &c. read the third 
time ; ſent down to the Commons by two Judges, who 
reportithe delivery of ir : A Bill brought in by C. J. N«- 
gent for incoufaging Trade, by inviting Strangers into the 
Kingdom, taking only the, Oath of Fidelity, read once. 
The King directs the Houſe in the Methods of proceed- 
ing; acjcurned to Ten nExt day : Ar Four afternoon Com- 
mittee of Petitions and Trade fate ; a Petition preferred 
by Nang/e againſt Gerard Borre, Eſq; for Perquiſites of the 
Clerk of Parliament ; Borre ordered to appear Monday fol- 
lowing at Four in the Afrernoon. 

. Hay 11. Biſhop of Limerick introduced : Houſe ordered 
to attend the King in their Robes, which they did : The 
Orders of the Houſe read : Bill tor Trade read the ſecond 
time, and commited : Bill of Recognition brought into 
the Houſe from the Commons ; at Eleven the King comes, 
to the. Houſe in his Robes, and pales the Bill ; the King 
gaes out. * 'Tis —_— whether the Seſſion was not dit- 
continued by paſling the Bill ; moved to reter it to the 
Judges-by the Biſhop of Meath ; over-ruled, and reſolved 
in the Negative. Adjourned till Hunday. 

'May 13, A Bill brought 4ato the Hauſe by. C. ]. Nu- 
gent for altering the At of Settlement , read once, and 
motion made for the ſecond reading ; but rezxted. The 
King preſent at Four in the Afternoon ; the Committee of 
Peritions and Privileges fate 5 Borres Anſwer put in, and 
Navg/e ordered to reply. Lord Brittas's Petitzon concern» 
ing his Arreſt 18 years ago, read ; Afidevit ordered to be 
made, and on the Afidavit the Party $0 be commuted to 
the Black Rod.

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May 14. The Peers names called ; Licenſe of abſence 
granted,and Proxies admitted: Two Bills brought up by the 
Commons, and read once ; one for recalling all Grants 
of Civil Qffices from the King , during Life or Good be- 
haviour : Another againft Writs of Error, and Appeal in- 
to England; and that an Act of Par'tament in PArgland 
thill not bind /relaxzd. King. pretent all-the while. 

May 15. Earl of Weſtmeath introduced Bill for vacating 
Offices, &c. read ſecond time, and committed ; Speaker 
quits the Chair : 'Chict Juſtice Nugent called up by the 
Ring to be Chair-mang the Biſhop of Meath againſt it for 
two Reaſons ; 1f, Becauſe able Officers might be turned 
ont without fault. 24, It was unjuſt to turn men out of 
Freehold without tryal or compenſation;the LordChancel- 
lor for it, becauſe to the King's prejudice to grant them': 
the Houſe reaſſumed, and the Bill read a third time ; at 
every Sentence the Clerk ſtopt, and the Speaker asks the 
Houſe,Shall it paſs wirhout amendment 2 It was put to the 
vote; «ll conſent but the Biſhop of Meath, who deſired 
to proteſt, but was denved, becauſe he offered it too late ; 
viz. after the Votes Were paſt ; King preſent all along, 

May 16. Ch. Juſt. Nagent reports the Alterations made 
in the Bill of Trade: The Bill againſt Writs of Error, &c. 
read the Second time, and commuirted : Speaker quits his 
place ; Cluecf Juſtice Nugent athumes it : Biſhop of Meath 
argues againſt ir, becauſe againſt his Oath of Supremacy 
to the King ; becauſe prejudicial to the King and King- 
dom ; robbing the King of his Prerogative, and the Sub- 
x of the Liberty of appealing ro the King in perſon: 
He defires a Claute in the latter end for ſaving all Writs of 
Error,and Appeals now depending in Eng/and : The Lord: 
Chancellor tor the Bill,- argues trom the Eaſe and Benefit 
of the Subject. The Houſe reaſlumed the Bill, read ſeri- 
atim; as the other before ; after that, put to the vote; 
all conſent : The King preſent at all the Debates. A _ 
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read once, making it Treaſon to bring in Counterfeic 
Foreign Coin into the Kingdom ; referred-to the Com- 
mittee. A Petition preferred about Butter-Casks, and 
referred. At Four in the Afternoon the Commirtee ſits, 
and refers the Bill about Money to the Judges ; and that 
about Casks to the Committee of Trade. 

May 17. The Bill about Trade read twice, and paſled 
nemine contradicente : Lord Primate's Summons and Proxy 
granted to the Biſhop of Meath, read and allowed : obje- 
ed, That the Proxy ſhould be introduced, not allowed, 
becauſe the Primate did not.appear ; but it was carricd 
in the Negative, and preſidents were cited for it. 

May 18. Journals of the laſt day read : A Petition for 
the relief of ſome poor Priſoners, read, and referred ro 
the Committee. 

May 20. Journals of the Houſe read ; Lord Dillon in- 
troduced. : 

May 21. Earl of Barrymore's Proxy granted to the Lord 
Granard, allowed, but not read : Lord Dwnſany's Proxy 
allowed. 

May 22. Lord Trimneſtown, and Lord Xilmahar intro- 
duced. Motion made by Biſhop of Meath againſt the 
Sheriffs of Dublin for quartering an Officer upon him ; 
Ordered, That no Peer ſhould be quartered on ; and that 
the Sheriff ſhould be committed to the Black Rod. The Bill 
for repealing the As of Settlement brought up from the 
Commons by Coll. Macharty, and lodged in the Houſe. 

Obſerve, That nothing was done in the Houſe for four 
days before, becauſe the King waited for this Bill from the 
Commons ; and that the King ſent frequently for it; the 
Black Rod having called to the Houſe of Commons fix 
or ſeven times this very day to ſend it up, the Lords Houſe 
and King ſpent the time in Diſcourſes and News. 

May 23. Journals of laſt day read. The Bill from the 
' Commons lodged yeiterday, read this day once : Motion 
made 
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made to haveir read egain in the Afternoon, but rejected : 
Biſhop of Meath moves, That the Lords Bill _ have . 
Precedence of it in reading, or at leaſt, that both might 
be committed : The firſt rejected, rhe latter granted: 
The Commons Bill ordered to be read next morning, 

May 2.4. Col. Macarty made Baron , Mon Caſſan intre- 
duced. The Commons Bill of Repeal read again, and 
committed to the whole Houſe ; moved the Lords Bill of 
Repeal might be read and commitred ; but denied. Se- 
veral Petitions read, putin by Perſons concerned under 
the As; all reterred, except Capt. XFely's. 

May 2.5. Bill about counterfeit Foreign Coin amended, 
and read the Third time : Controverſic between 7rimne- 
flown and Dunſany about Precedencies, Reported by the 
Committee, adjudged to Trimnueſtown, becauſe it was fo in 
1634; with a ſaving to Danſany, it he can ſhew a better 
Right. Several Petitions read, preferred by Perſons con - 
cerned under the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, and 
by others for Remainders : One by Lord Clan Meleera, to 
be relieved againſt che Sale of his Eſtate toSir Patrick Trant. 

May 27. Several Petitions read, and Counſel on them 
heard at the Lords Bar ; viz. Lord Galways, Mathews, Lord 
Kingſtown's Brothers, Sir Fenry Bingham's Brother's ; the 
Scope of them all was, To have favings for their Remain- 
ders, and conſideration for their Improvements; referrct 
all ro the Committee of Petitions. 

May 28. Several Petitions read, relating to the Act of 
Setrlement ; Bill of Repeal read the ſecond time ; the 
Houſe Adjourned during Pleaſure, and Reſolved into a 
Grand Committee ; the Bill of Repeal read by Paragraphs ; 
ſome Objections made, which occaſioned ſome Alterati- 
ons. Motion made for Adjourning till Thurſday, becauſe 
Wedneſday was a Holiday ; the King ask'\, What Holiday ? 
Anſwered, The Reſtoration of his Brother and Himſelf, &c. 
he replied, The fitter tro Reſtore choſe Loyal Catholick 

Jy Gentlemen. 
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Geotlemen that had ſuffered with him, and- been kept un- 
juſtly out of: their Eſtates ; the Motion rejected. 

May 29. Petitions read, and referred-ro the Committee ; 
the Houſe Reſolved into a Grand Committee ; the reſt of 
the Bill” read by Paragraphs; Objeftions made ; ſome 
over-ruled, others thought reaſonable ; King offers a new 
Preamble to the Bill, inſtead of that which was ſent up 
from the Commons Houſe 5 Aſſented to it. Judg Daly in- 
peached by the Commons ; at four in the Aſternoon Com- 
mittee of Petitions fits; Chict Juſtice Xeatirg's Petition 
read ; Lord Forbes's and Lord Calway's adjourned to the 
311t, becauſe the-zoth was a Popiſh Holiday, 

May 31. Judg Daly's Petition read and granted ; Scope 
of it for time to anſwer the Commons Impeachments, and 
to have a Copy of it ; Lord Galway's heard at the Bar a- 
bout his Ladies Remainder in Lord Lanesborough's Eſtate ; 
Provilo-granted for it; Lord Riverſtown reports the Alte- 
rations mace in the Bill of Repeal by che Commirtce, 
which were all conſented ro. 

Jane 1, Joby Brown's Petition read and argued at the 
Bar ; the Chair-man Reports the Alterations and Additi- 
ons: made to the Bill of Repeal ; which -are approved : 
Judg Daly's Petition, deſiring a further day for an anſwer, 
ws and granted. Mrs, Walls Bill againſt her husband 
read once. 

June 3. Petitions read, and referred to the Committee : 
Lord Galway's Councel heard at the Bar, concerning his 
Ladies Remainder, and Arrears due to the Heirs ot Zlick, 
E. of Clawricard : Lord Rrverſtown Reports from the Com- 
mittee: ſeveral Alterations and Provifocs to be inſerted in 
the Bill of Repeal ; which were cach twice read. Sir H/:/- 
liam Talbot came up with a Meſlage from the Commons, 
which imported their carneſt Requeſt to the Lords,” to 
pads the Bill with all the expedition they could, becauſe the 
Heart and Courage of the whole Nation were bound up 
in it; June 4- 
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Rrverſtown Reports new Alterations, new COS in the 
Bill of Repeal ; the new ones read twice; the whole Bill,

ry ; ſome the like went yeſletday back to you, we have 
Rebel Expreſſes ſent over to you that way; and a 
{tri Imbargs, leaft any ſhanld follow _ diſcover 
them. Tou mait udt expett the. ſecret jd therr Meſſa 
s from me, only. 't1s reparted, that John Browne 
a no Letters with bim, But come over with a de- 
ſign to ſave his Iron-works from the new Proprietors : 
I hear that upor bis Petition to the Parliament, the 
Peſſeſſion is ſecured to bim by a Proviſo, he gayi 
Rent : Le reports that Englagd is unanimous,” an 
that we maſt expert an Invaſion by the next Faſterly 
IWind : The Quakers and Crosby talk likewiſe of an 
Invaſion, But repreſent the Perpie of England as dif- 
C fatty 
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ſatisfied. I find there is ftill an expeftation and de- 
pendance on Scotland, the' not ſo ſtrong as at firf? : 
we talk very confidently of a Fleet and fifteen Thou- 
ſand Fafileers from France ; the French Fleet to con- 
fift of eighty Men of War : I verily believe, there is 
ſomething in it, without ſome ſuch Aid, Ireland does 
appeag but an eafie Congueft. which is not the French 
Intereff. The miſery of this Town is very great, ſome 
being little better than Dragoon'd by the Puartering 
of Souldiers ; ſome have ten, ſome twelve, ſome twenty 
or thirty quarter'd on them ; and yet I cannot find, 
that befides what came in to day, there were above 
three thouſand and odd Men in Town ; but the rea- 
fon is plain, each man has many _ and ſome 
Captains make _ or forty Shillings a Week by 
them; they come in by twelve, one, or two of the Clock 
by night, to demand Quarters, and turn people out of 
their Beds, beat, wound, and ſometimes rob them : 
There are two or three hundred Prieſts in T, own, 
and they are p_ d likewiſe as the Souldiers ; and 
*ſo are generally Noblemen and Gentlemen, with their 
Retinke, tho' not aftually in the Army. I bave ſent 
you the new Eſtabliſhment of the Forces, only I think 
four _ _ = ſome of _—_ are not 
raiſed. ar alt thoſe P cad Rapperees 
S Half-Pike-men, are to Pogo Sr and ud , 
Commiſſions are ſigning for all that can bear Arms in 
the Kingdom. Duke of Tyrconnel disbanded 2.000 
a few Weeks ago, which are all entertained again, or 
at leaff as many as will come in; but we are moff 
ftrangly uncertain in all our Counſels, which is vifible 
not only in this, but in every thing elſe : One day the 
Camp near Dublin u to go on, and they work ſe at 
it, then it u intermitted and laid : one day we 
are 
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are to go into England, and ſend a Declaration be- 
fore uw, and to be reſtored; another day we are fright» 
ned with a ramour of an Army landing out of England; 
to drive us out of all ; yet the King ſeems wery well 
contented, and pleaſant, be ſleeps, eats, and is m bet- 
ter health than uſual. Tuclday the 4th inſtant, we 
had an Alarum that Derry was burnt with Bombs, 
that the King's Army had taken it, and pat all in it to 
the Sword; Nugent of Carlandſtown brought this 
News into the Houſe of — [A foto they were 
ting to the Vote, whether t ld proſecute the 
os. "ode againft J| Dai, ; yl think Nu- 
gent being bis Friend, did it defignedly ; the News 
was received with loud Huzza's, and in that good and 
jolly humour 7 - acquitted the Fudge : But our Fri- 
day's Expreſs brought «s another account, which was, 
That the King's Forces had endeavoured to regain the 
Wind-Mill-tull, out of which they had been beaten by 
the Sally when Ramiſcy the King's General was kill'd, 
but that they were beaten off with great loſs ; this was 
oh Tucſday, and by computation, þ. her the ſame time 
the Huzza was made in theFfouſe of Commoys.Col Dor- 
rington and Col. Nugent, two #5 briskefF Officers 
of the King's Army, are deſperately wounded, ' if not 
dead. 'Tu reported, that ſeven Field Officers were 
tilled or taken, and about thirty other Officers. We 
have no certain account of the Souldiers, the beft ac- 
count ſays, three hundred fell : *'Tu ſaid they run a- 
way, and left their Officers in the lurch. I am promi- 
ſed a Lift of the Officers that were killed : It is faid 
that there are not above froe thouſand tu the King's 
Camp at [Nerty, notwithflanding all that have gone 
down, a great many havins run away a: ſon as they had 
leaded theruſelves with Plunder, and above two thou-

and being killed or dead fince their firff going down ; 
they Bake and tremble ſo when they come to Charge, 
that they cannot fire ; they that have Mach locks can- 
wot be brought by any means to Diſcipline, or to uſe 
them aright ; this I have from a good hand. We 
bear that ſome Engliſh Ships are in the Lough of 
Derry, a:RBoom with Trees and Maſts 3s made croſs 
the: River at Culmore. Fort, to hinder any Succours, 
that a Ship who attempted to get wp is ſiranded. 1 
believe their greateft want in Derry is Firing, aud 
Coals will be a very pretious Commodity with them ; 
and I believe in a little while ay will want «Cloaths 
for wearing, and Drink. Ti ry talk if o/d Sir Charles 
Coot were alive, and bad but a thouſand Horſe, to 
the Foot that are im the Town, he would not fail to 
fight the King's Army in the Field. About the be- 

waing of p 1 Month, a Party of Horſe and Foot 
; Enniskilling, wage an Inroad into the County of 
Cavan, they drove all the Cattle of the C ounty, they 
did not ſpare Proteſtants who were under Protetlion, 
only ſuch as would go with they, they belp'd away 
with their Bag and B e, theſe that would not g0, 
were ferf# to part with all to them ; which they ſaid 
they did, leaft the King's Forces ſhould make a Prey 
of them : they took all Provifion,” Horſes, and Arms 
they could meet with ; they diſarm'd ſome of the King's 
Forces that lay at Belcurbeit, Bally-Carrig, and he 
where ; they _ only ſuch places as were of ſtrength, 
and capable of being garrifon'd; they kill'd none ; they 
came as far as Finagh and Virginia, which you'll find 
in the Mapps : The Party is ſeid to have been two 
Thouſand ; we were alarum'd at this here, and Gene- 
ral Monfieur Roſen went down to Trim with four Field. 
Pieces, and ſeveral Regiments, among#? the reſt the

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Lord: Mayor's of Dublin, who led his men bimſe{f ; 
twelye Regiments I hear were deſign'd; I hear the 
Bullets both for the Field-Pieces and Muwkets were 
found to have been too big ; which made General Ro- 
ſen form borribly : Since the Defeat at Derry, I hear 
be aud the Forces deſigned for Enniskilling, are com- 
manded to Derry ; two of the Field-Peices are come 
back.

they intend any. There are many Diſcontents among 
the Roman Catholicks about the As of Settlement, 
and the French, for the Natives look wery ſuſpiciouſly 
on them, and many do publickly ſay, that they are ſold

ſped to be continued in the Commiſſions they gi- 
ven themſelves, when any Army comes out of _—_— : 
and the hope of this, 'tis Lelieved makes them obſtinate 
to all offers from the King ; They ſay, the Gentlemen 
that left them, deſerve no countenance at all, but ra» + 
ther. that ſeme part i their Eftatt# that went away, 
ſhould be given as a Reward to ſuch ar ſtaid and de- 
fended them. June the 13th, to day the Houſe of 
Commons agreed to the Amendments made by the 
Flouſe of I ords, to the Bill of Repeal, ſo that "affair 
45 over, and wants only the Royal Aſſemt.

»* ny pr, account. We do not ay 7: much in theſe 
men, tho' the whole ſeventeen Regiments expefted were 
with us, becauſg they are very raw and undiſciplin'd. 
There is a general Preſs for all Horſes, without ex- 
ception of Papiſts, who had favour before, but there 
muſt be no diſtinftion, the occaſion being very urgent : 
for the King is ſaid not to have above a 1000 good 
Horſe in all the Army, mof? of which are in the North. 
The miſerable uſage in the Country is unſpeakable, and 
every day like to be worſe akd worſe; many alledge, 
that the Rapperees have ſecret Orders to fall a new on 
the Proteſtants that have any thing left ; the ground 
of this may be their pretending ſuch an Order, hor they 
commonly pretend an order for any Miſchief they have 
a mind to : Tou have had my ſence of this matter be 
fore; Corke is mof#vilely abuſed by their M. Govere 
wour Boyſloe.
